ARII> I,ANI>8 AND WATEK SUPPILY. 


It is announced at Washington that 


th« investigation of the water resources 
Of the United States, undertaken by 
the Geological Survey, has been practi- 
cally completed. The work was com- 
menced in 18S9 with the object of de- 
termining the quantity of water avail- 
able for the irrigation of arid lands or 
for une as water power. Studies have 
been made of most of the drainage 
basing west of the 100th meridian, and 
scientists devoted a large part of the 
time in examining the flow of the Mis- 
souri, Arkansas, Bio Grande and Snake 
rivera. 


Geologist Jieweli, who conducted the 


investigation, says it does not appear 
probable that even so high as 10 per 
cent of the lands owned by the Gov- 
' erumen*", can ever be irrigated, in fact, 
there is net a sufficient supply of 
water to bring under cultivation au 
area e jual to thaf which has passed 
into the hands of individuals and cor- 
ponitiotis 
There are, however, local- 


ities where thousand » of acres can be 
profitably irrigated uy the construc- 
tion of dams and irrigating canals. 


Major Powell, who id ut the head of 


tho Geological Hurvey. and under 
wh'-we direction the iuvestigatiou has 
been made, expressed the opinion some 
time ago that not one-tenth of the arid 
lauds co-ild ba brought under cultiva- 
tion in co•sequence of the scarcity of 
water. This opinion was comb-itted by 
men who were connected with the ex- 
amination made in the arid region 
under the Government some years ago.

Pacific Council of Trades aud .Labor

It also favors a graduated land tax 
until land monopoly is destroyed, and 
a graduated tax on all incomes over 
$3,000, toe rate increasing in proportion 
to the income.

Higher Education of Women. 


The movement for the higher educa- 


tion of women advances with increas- 
ing momentum. 
There are 30 women registered in the 


postgraduate department at Yale, an 
increase of seven over last year. In the 
woman's department of Brown univer- 
sity there are 75 students. 


In the charter recently bestowed by 


parliament upon the University of 
Wales is a clause which reads: "Wom- 
en shall be eligible equally with men to 
any degree -which the university is by 
this, onr charter, authorized to confer. 
Every office hereby created in the uni- 
versity, and the membership of every 
authority hereby constituted, shall be 
open to women equally with men"—a 
clause which college women should be 
on the alert to see printed in the char- 
ters of other institutions which admit 
women to the student's desk, but not 
to the professor's chair. 


Furman university, the great Baptist 


institution at Greenville, S. C., has 
opened its doors to women students de- 
Blring to pursue special studies or to 
stand for degrees. 
At Wellington, Cape Colony, there is a 


semi nary, founded some years ago, whose 
faculty numbers 20 and whose alumnse 
include more than a thousand women 
descendants of Dutch, French and Eng- 
lish settlers. The school is self support- 
ing, and the pupils compete successful- 
ly at the government and university ex- 
aminations at Cape Town.—New York

They btga-a their work by 
addrebsing a circular letter to each po- 
litical county convention, accompanied 
by a :- t of s-nffrago i" olntioiif. Out of 
these 180 uttd of ivsolutiom over two- 
thirds were indorsed, the convention 
in most ca^,cs ptitting in a suffrage plat- 
form. Mr*. Carrie Lane Chapman trav- 
eled some thonfeand miles in the state, 
stopped at all important points and or- 
ganized leagues to carry on the canvass. 
Another feature of the campaign was 
the distribution of more than 150,000 
eaflets. Cities were divided into wards, 
and each ward looked after its own 
ward meetings and hunted up canvass- 
ers and friends to work at the polls on 
election day. 


Another strong point of the campaign 


was the strictly nonpartisan stand tak- 
en by the women and held throughout 
the campaign. 
Early in tho summer 


letters were sent to every newspaper in 
:he state asking whether the editor was 
in favor of woman's suffrage, and those 
in sympathy with the movement were 
kept conbtantly supplied with suffrage 
items. 
The result was a majority of 


(5,000 in '.ho htato, in which the same 
bill wa« i ejected by a majority of 9,000 
in 1877. titill the oracles declare that 
women do not know how to vote, do 
not want to voto arid wouldn't vote if 
they could and, above all, that they 
couldn't work together politically or 
agreo upon a platform or a candidate. 


Now, the English victory consists in 


the addition of a clause to the parish 
council bill entitling womou to vote in 
local government elections under the 
sanio rules pertaining to men. 
This 


clause was adopted by a considerable 
majority, and tho house divided — a sit- 
uation delicious to the women. 
There 


are good hop^s that the bill will pass. 
Single women and widows have exer- 
cised municipal suffrage in England 
dince 1869 with good results, and there is 
uo rea'on to suppose married women 
would vote le^s sensibly than single 
ones. — W'V.vm'b Journal.
